A DETECTIVE WAS DISMISSED. 


Jack Williams Removed From the 
Force on Charges Preferred by 
Chief Desmond. 


“So far as I am concerned, this matter Is 
ended,”’ said Chief of Police Harrigan to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday. 

The veteran chief referred to the charge 
against Night Chief Kiely—the opening of a 
personal letter—which was considered by the 
police board at the regular Weekly meeting, 
tuesday afternoon.

“placed on file,’’ he said: 

“It means that the 
dropped—pigeonholed, put away,’’ 
retary replied. 

When the board met at 3 o’clock a com- 
munication from Chief Harrigan, setting 
forth a statement of facts in the Kiely 
matter was handed in by Secretary Espy. 
For half an hour there was informa! dis- 
cussion. Then further consideration of the 
Harrigan-Kiely affair was suspended. 
The charges against Detective Jack Wil- 
liams were taken up. Chief Desmond testi- 
fied that the detective Was at Forest Par 
in the company of Mamie White, an alleged 
panel worker. Williams admitted being at 
the park on the date mentioned, but denied 
that he was accompanied by Mamie White. 
The White woman swore that she had 
never been to Forest Park or elsewhere in 
the company of Detective Williams. 
Other witnesses gave corroborative evi- 
dence, but when Chief Desmond said he 
saw the White woman and could not be 
mistaken as to her identity the Police 
Board accepted the statement as final and 
Detective Williams was discharged from 
the service. He was-‘represented before the 
board by Attorney Charles Noland, 
Williams has been a member of the de- 
tective department sevefal years and his 
previous record has been good. 

Following the dispoeition of the Willlams 
case, the Harrigan-Kiely hearing was re- 
sumed, with a full board attendance, ex- 
cept Mavor Ziegenhein. 

Chief Harrigan, Night Chief Kiely, Sec. 
retary Espy and Chief Desmond were wit- 
nesses before the board. After all the wit- 
nesses had been excused, it wae an hour or 
more before a decision was reached. Dur- 
ing the earnest part of the discussion the 
board was alone, even the secretary retir- 


whole matter is 
the sec- 


ing. 

Chief Kiely first heard the result from 
Commissioner Lewis, immediately after ad- 
journment Chief Harrigan left the Four 
Courts just before the announcement was 
made. 

Whatever difference of opinion there was 
between members of the board as to the 
proper disposition of the case does not 
appear on record, and Gen. Lewis has an- 
nounced positively that no information out- 
side of that disclosed by the records will 
be given.

DRAPER CASE UP AGAIN. 


Second Trial of the Celebrated. Murder 
Case Called at Jerseyville, Il.

JERSEYVILLE, IIL, May 4—Circult 
Court convened yesterday, Judge Shirley 
presiding, to try the celebrated Draper 
case, brought from Morgan County on a 
change of venue, 

The night of March 31, 1897,Charles Drap?*r 
kiiled Charles Hastings in the iaw office of 
Judge Kirby, in Jacksonville. Draper and 
Hastings had worked in the abstract office 
of Kirby severai years up to tWo years be- 
fore the latter was killed. Then Draper 
opened an abstract office of his own. For 
some time Hastings had noticed that the 
records in Kirby'e office, had been tam- 
pered with and at one time mutilated, and 
a watch was set to catch the-culprit. For 
weeks no evidence was found to convict 
any one, until the night of March 21, when 
Hastings went to Kirby's office and dis- 
covered Draper 

What then occurred no one but Draper 
knows. but in the end Hastings waa kilied, 
after receiving 172 stabs from a pocket knife 
in the hands of Draper. 

Draper was tried at Jacksonville a short 
time ago, a verdict of guilty being rendered 
and a life sentence imposed It was after- 
wards discovered that one of the jurors in 
the ease had stated that he had formed 
an opinion and expressed it before being 
taken as a juror, and «a new trial was 
granted the defendant on this ground, A 
change of venue was taken and Judge Shir- 
ley sent the case to this county, and, at the 
request of both sides, is hearing ft, as his 
decisions were so satisfactcry in th@® firat 
trial that the State and defendant wished 
him to try it again

_ Judge William Zachritz Tuesday called 
the grand jury from their work and told

The scathing rebuke he administered to 
the two deputy sheriffs who allowed De- 
tective George ‘Williams partial liberty 
when he was supposed to be in jail on the 
charge of murder in the first degree, was 
told in the Post-Dispatch.

Wednesday morning the Judge announced 
in open court that he would dismiss the 
proceedings against the-deputies. 

When a bench warrant was issued against 
Williams and he was placed under arrest 
he was put in jail for a few hours. Deputy 
Sheriff Robert Walker, who is a friend of 
Williams, went to Chief Deputy Sheriff 
Adolpn Troll and asked permission to take 
Williams into custody, explaining he did 
not want his friend to languish in fail. 
Chief Deputy Sheriff Adolph Troll gave his 
consent. (t 

Walker was in charge of the grand jury 
room durfng the day} Williams for hours 
at a time would sit in a chair in the office 
of the chief deputy. Their chairs were al- 
most touching. Walker-could see Williams 
only at rare intervals. 

Judge Zachritz cited the deputies to ap- 
.pear in his court at 10 o'clock Wednesday 
and show cause why they should not be 
punished for contempt. 

Deputy Sheriff Troll was represented by 
Attorney F. A. Wind. The lawyer went be- 
fore the bar and spoke for possibly two 
minutes, not longer. He said he had in- 
vestigated the case thoroughly and had 
found that Mr. Walker was wholly to 
blame. When the facts were laid before 
Sheriff Troll he was convinced that Walker 
Was an unsafe man to have on his staff. 
He was peremptorily discharged. Mr. Wind 
did not say that Adolph Troll had been even 
reprimanded by the Sheriff. The Chief Dep- 
uty is a son of Sheriff Troll. 

Deputy Sheriff Walker was to be made a 
scape goat. He sat perfectly still. No at- 
torney spoke forhim. It was apparent that 
he did not want to say anything in his be- 
half. There are other departments in the 
city service that pay as well ag the office 
of deputy sheriff.

Judge Withrow Orders a Verdict for 
the Defendants.

THE KENTUCKY BLUE RIBBON. 


It Will Be Disposed Of at Churchill 
Downs This Afternoon and Under 
Most Favorable Conditions. 


In the winter of 1873 M. Lewis Clarke, a 
Kentucky turfman, went to England and 
while there he was impressed with the fixed 
events run over the English race courses.

BOOKIES MAY REOPEN,

PATIENTLY WAITING CHANGES 
IN THE POLICE DEPART- 
MENT OF THE CITY. 


PLANS ALREADY COMPLETED. 


Attorney Noland Advises Bookmakers 
That the Decisions of the Courts 
Are With Them. 


St. Louls poolrooms may reopen within 
30 days. The selection of a new police chief 
and other possible police changes are com- 
ing events upon which the bookmakers base 
their hopes of resuming operations. 

Their claim is that since the Supreme 
Court refused to pass on cases appealed 
from the Court of Criminal Correction, 
Judge Murphy’s decisions are virtually sus- 
tained and they are legally entitled to do 
business without police molestation. 

A well-known bookmaker, who has thor- 
oughly studied the situation, says: 

““‘We may be in Dewey fighting trim be- 
fore long, but we deem it advisable to 
await the appointment of Chief MHarri- 
gan’s successor. There is not the sligntest 
doubt about the police, as now constituted, 
treating us unfairly. The men who 4as- 
sume to punish wrongdoing have exceeded 
their authority by mistaking morals for 


Ww. 

“We all recognize that gambling is not 
the best thing in the world for a commu- 
nity, but who will deny that our business 
puts vast sums of money in circulation. 
All we have ever asked at the hands of 
the The Police 
Department has disregarded the law in 
continually raiding us, and I believe that 
new men at the helm will be inclined to 
treat us more considerately. Have we a 
candidate? Not exactly, but there are 
certain people who, if appointed to office, 
would give us a square deal.’”’ 

Attorney Charles Noland, who has been 
counselor for a score of bookmakers in their 
long-drawn-cut squabble with the police, 
Says positively that the poolroom men will 
eventually come out victorious, 

“We are resting on our oars at present,” 
said Mr. Noland, ‘‘and we may soon sur- 
prise a few people who think we are dead. 
The more prosperous of the bookies are 
jubilant at the prospect of police changes. 
We have been practically sustained by the 
highest courts and if the Police Depart- 
ment will only bear this important fact in 
mind, there can be no reasonable opposition 
to the bookmakers reopening their places. 
There is lack of money at present to renew 
the fight, so it is proper to assume that 
new police management may view the mat- 
ter in a legal-light.”’ 

There were 27 poolrooms in operation 
when the Police Board ordered them 
closed. Chiefs Harrigan and Desmond 
waged incessant warfare against’ the 
bookies and raided them at every possible 
opportunity. } 


DIRECT TO MONTGOMERY. 


New Southern Connection for the Mer- 
chants of St. Louis. 

Wednesday, June 1, should mark the be- 
ginning of an important era in the railroad 
history of St. Louis. On that day a branch 
or connecting line of the Mobile & Ohio 
road will be opened *o public use that will 
put St. Louls merchants in close and direct 


touch with a territory they have nitherto 
found inaccessible to them. 

The new line, which has just been fin- 
ished, is 170 miles long and joins Columbus, 
Miss., with Montgomery, the capital of Ala- 
bama. 

Heretofore St. Louis has been able to 
reach Mebile and Columbus, but had no di- 
rect connection with Montgomery, one of 
the great railroad centers of the South. 
Montgomery, through its numerous rail- 
roads, has been the key to the trade of the 
Atlantic coast from the Carolinas south. 
Freight rates have been much against St. 
Louis to these points and local shippers 
have fought almost insuperable odds. 

The new Montgomery branch of the 
Mobile & Ohio will give direct connection 
from St. Louis at Montgomery with the 
Plant system, the Georgia & Alabama, the 
Western of Alabama and the Central of 
Georgia roads. 

This means that all of the territory clear 
down to Tampa, Fla., is open to St. Lonis 
competition through favorable freight 
rates. This business has heretofore either 
gone to Cincinnati or Louisville or to New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston and Baltimore. 

An immense territory has thus. been 
opened up and St. Louis merchants, with 
their customary push and energy, will at 
once take advantage of the opportunity 
thus afforded them.

POSITION OF THE RAILROADS. 


They Have Been Asked as to St. Louis 
Bills of Lading. 

The representatives of a number of large 
shippers, not members of the St. Louis 
Manufacturers’ Association, have through 
concerted action submitted to the Traffic 
Committee of the St. Louis Manufactur- 
ers’ Association a number of questions 
relative to the position of different rail- 
roads in the city in reference to St. Louis 
biils of lading. 

Those questions have been submitted by 
the Traffic Committee to the different rail- 
roads and will be printed in this series of 
letters as the railroads reply to the ques- 
tions. 

There seems to be a doubt as to the 
meaning of St. Louis bills of Jading. bt. 
Louis bills of lading mean St. Louis rates 
of freight with through rates of freight 
to and from St. Louis, without any back 
charge. bridge charge, drayage charge or 
transfer charge following on the expense 
bill. Anything else offered to shippers 
under the guise of St. Louis bills of lading 
should be refused. 

It is only by concerted action of the 
shippers of St. Louis that St. Louis bills 
of lading can be made the rule and St. 
Louis be made a basing point for freight 
rates. 

This will naturally meet the opposition 
of those who have rebates, or those who 
can employ traffic men to secure conces- 
sions for the individuals that are not en- 
joyed by the general shippers.
